Biafrans Face 
Extermination

LONDON -—__U_— Thant's

Two million people, many of 
them children, are now said 
to be far along the road to 
death by malnutrition, but 
Ojukwu thinks that 10 million 

Ibos would be slaughtered if 
Nigeria pursues complete 
military victory. 

Biafrans point to the pro- 
grams organized in the recent 
past by “northern Nigerians 
against Ibos—most  spectacu- 
larly in 1966,- when many 
thousands were killed. And 
they doubt that Lt.-Col. Yaku- 
bu Gowen, the federal Niger- 
fan leader, could control for- 
ward troops made bitter by a 
long war, with victory in sight 
and old tribal scores to settle. 

Whether or not millions of 
people would be _ killed, that 
belief continues to motivate 
actions in Biafra, where the 
residents intend to leave their 
homes and take to the bush.

to retain the strength of its Liberal 
opposition members who can bring 
the necessary. expert criticism to 
bear on the government’s actions 
and- policies,’ or is» Mr. Bennett's 
back row of supporters to be aug- 
mented by still one more yes-voting 
voice? 

With the NDP candidate pre- 
sumably out of the running, the 
contest is between Mr. Allan Cox, 
the Liberal candidate, and Mr. 
Peter Pollen, who is entered as a 
Social Credit nominee. While Mr.. 
Pollen has conducted a well adver- 
tised campaign, there is little that 
he could add to a government which 
already dominates the Legislature 
numerically—which, in fact, has al- 
ready entered that stage of decline 
which inevitably affects long-term 
regimes. 

Two of_the_government’s chief 
ministers recently left the cabinet; 
the control of the province's affairs 
is falling more and more into the 
hands of a small core of multi-port- 
folio ministers; there is a growing 
arrogance which is typical of admin- 
istrations in this phase of the aging 
process and which ultimately will 
lead to disillusionment and rejection 
by the public. 

Mr. Cox would serve as a three- 
dimensional asset in the Legislature. 
Although representing Oak Bay, he 
could be an active spokésman for 


Greater Victoria in a way in which 
Social Credit members for Victoria 
city riding have never been; he 
would provide immediate debating 
strength for the very vital job of 
examining and questioning the ac- 
tions of an increasingly complacent 
governmental majority; and he 
would continue. the. nucleus of Lib- 
eral opposition members who at a 
not far distant date will be able to 
offer an alternative to the waning 
Social Credit government—an alter- 
native that is not socialist. 

Mr. Bennett would dearly like 
to make permanent a provincial sit- 
uation in which his party was the 
only alternative to the NDP, for he 
could then use the fear of: socialism 
as a recurring argument for keep- 
ing his government in power. But 
Mr. Bennett’s. rightist-minded, fre- 
quently leftist-acting administration 
is not the sole answer for voters 


seeking non-Socialist representation. . 


Canadian politics have never split 
into the stark, unavoidable right- 
versus-left choice into which he 
would like to manoeuvre this prov- 
ince. 

The federal political scene amply 
demonstrates the viability of a 
three-party parliamentary system, 
and the many Canadians who pre- 
fer the benefits of a middle-of-the- 
road administration spoke clearly in 
the federal elections. The Liberal 
Party offers that choice in our pro- 
vineial politics, and it is that choice 
which Mr. Cox represents in Oak 
Bay.

ASSESSING DOUGLAS

A Success Transcending Failure 


HOSE who welcome or lament the 
end of T. C. Douglas’ parliamentary 
Jife are quite wrong if they think it was a 
failure. In fact, it was a remarkable 
success. The old CCF 


New Democratic 
Party under Mr. 
Douglas have been, 
in some ways, the 


movement in the his- 
tory of national pol- 
itics. Over and over 
again the voters 
rejected the doctrine of socialism but, 
stone by stone, it was built into the 
structure of our society. Today the social 
system, whatever name you give it, -is 
much closer to the ideals of the Regina 
Manifesto than it -is.~to~ the original 
theoriés of the old-line parties. And 
despite all protests to the contrary we 
are still moving in the general direction 
of Woodsworth, Coldwell and Douglas 
while apparently spurning them. 

Of course these men moved, too, Mr. 


Woodsworth, the early prophet and - 


perhaps the finest spirit ever known in 
our Parliament, understood human 
misery and yearned to cure it but he had} 
only ideals, not workable plans, and his 
ideal of. peace in 1939 forced: him to 
retire,-honored by everyone. 

Mr. Coldwell, an abler parliamen- 
tarian, who would have made an 
excellent prime minister, was a complete 
pragmatist like Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
and at heart a rather old-fashioned 
country gentleman. His great contri- 
bution was to educate the CCF out of the 
impossible notions of its youth and into 
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with levels much below normal. This, 
he believes, could ‘seriously injure 
fishing and trapping on which 2,500

an entirely different type of man whose 
career has been ended by three curious 
mistakes. 


First Mistake 


The first, not of bis making, was to 
label and imprison the CCF, under a new 
name, as the organ of a special group, 
the labor unions. No national party (as 
Mr. Dougias and Mr. Coldwell probably 
suspected fromthe start) could be built 
on that narrow, class-conscious founda- 
tion. 

The second mistake was to strike for 
office and to pretend that office . was 
within reach when the true purpose of a 
left-wing party was to act as a social 
critic, a goad and a pioneer of future 
reform. As such e useful element in the 
chemistry of politics the New Demo- 
cratic Party could be tolerated and, 
within limits, encouraged. _ 

Mr. Douglas went beyond those limits, 
When he™boasted recently that he might 
lead the next.government, or at least the 
official opposition, he may have believed 
it in his moments 5f elation. But-no one 
else’ did and the nation, thus alerted, 
made sure that socialism was held down 
to its proper size in Parliament. 

The third mistake, and a natural one 
at the time, was Mr. Douglas’ sincere 
belief. that: the old-line partis, sick onto 
death, would unite in some kind of right- 
wing coalition ‘and leave the NDP in 
control of the left as a real alternative 
government. Unfortunately for his long- 
range strategy and fortunately—for—the 
nation, the old-line parties recovered 
their. health, found two competent 
leaders and, marching down the centre, 
pushed Mr. ‘Douglas to the barren. outer 
rim of the road. 


Move to Centre Blocked 


Throughout this experience both Mr, 
Coldwell and Mr. Douglas (neither being 
socialists by the CCF definition) tried 

vainly. to push ‘their party _into ~ the 


Jarger purposes, not directly, openly or 
even intelligently but, as it were, by 
osmosis. Some of its success Kad been 
foreseen long ago by Mackenzie King 
who -told me more than once that the 
only risk to his Liberal empire came 
from the left, not the right. 

He perceived no danger in~ the 
Conservative party but he deeply feared 
the CCF and tried to swallow it by 
inviting Mr. Coldwell! into his cabinet. 
Failng im this offer, he moved Liberal- 
ism gently but rapidly leftwards, occu- 
pied just enough socialist ground to 
perpetuate his regime and-rationalized a 
rough manoeuvre of politics by persuad- 
ing himself that it merely implemented 
the dreams of his boyhood. 

At -any rate, our society began its 
peaceful but profound revolution under 
King and the revolution, in the broad 
sense of a many-sided word, was 
socialistic. Whether it would have 
occurred anyway, without the CCF and 
the NDP, is a question forever unan- 
swerable. But .certainly the socialist 


party helped to force the pace while the 
old parties continuaily stole its ideas and 
pretended that they were only sound 
Liberalism or Conservatism. 

In the result we do not have a pure 
socialist system as the theorists of 
socialism had hoped and expected. We do 
not have a pure capitalist system, either. 
We have, as always in any free society,: 
a queer, inconsistent but workable 
compromise which socialists and capital- 
ists can interpret as they please and 
which moves on, disregarding both 
extremes and ignoring all labels. 

There must always be room in the 
changing market place of ideas for the 
extremists “and -hot gospelers whom- 
society digests at leisure. And in the 
nation’s chronicle, when contemporary 
passions have cooled, there will always 
be a place of honor and gratitude for 
men like Woodsworth, Coldwell and 
Douglas who failed in federal electoral 
politics but, with all their mistakes and 
broken . hopes, succeeded abundantly 
where success really matters.

The Constitution Gives Wallace a Blackjack 


OST of the political-activity-in the 

United States, and most of the writ- 
ing about it, is focussed sharply on three 
contests: between Vice-President Hubert 
Humphrey and Sen. 
Eugene _ McCarthy; 
between Mr. Richard 
Nixon and Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller; and 
the November show- 


two victors. The . 
third-party (American 
Independent Party) 
campaign by former 
Gov. George Wallace 
of Alabama is still. 
treated largely as a sideshow. It isn’t. It 
is no longer a joke, but rather a deadly 


serious threat to the political stability . 


and future well-being of the United 
States and, by extension, of its place 
in the world. 


Among academic and such other 
circles as can set themselves apart from 
the hurly-burly of politics these days, the 
Wallace threat is drawing attention to 
the long-standing peculiarity of the 
American system that permits such a 
man. to become a threat in the first 
place. The call for reform is being 


sounded, too late for @ction to head off: 


the immediate danger. If reform does 
come next year or soon after, it will only 
be because of the lesson in political 
shambles that Mr. Wallace may be 
teaching the nation between next 
November and January. 

In brief, the situation. is this: Mr. 
Wallace may well be able to prevent the 
immediate election of either the Demo- 
cratic or Republican candidate on 
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centre. They were frustrated on the one 
hard, by their stubborn ideologists of the 
left who preferred defeat to compromise 


and,on the other hand, by labor union * 


leaders .who denied some of. the most 
obvious facts of economics. 
~ “Toward the end Mr. Douglas, 


des- 


perately straddling and confusing these’. 


facts, was driven to the ultimate 
~absurdity of denouncing inflation while 
demanding ~ unlimited wage increases, 
plus higher expenditures without higher 
taxes. The public saw through that 
paradox with no serious. eyestrain. 
Still, the NDP. was.succeeding in its 
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November 5, and by so doing enable 
himself to dictate the terms of resolving 
the ensuing stalemate. 

Mr. Wallace owes his ‘chance for an 
unprecedented role in U.S. politics to a 


debate by the country’s founding fathers. 


181 years ago. The constitution’s 
drafters, in their effort to rule out* 
dictatorship for all time by carefully 
separating the powers of different levels 


Electoral College. system of presidential 
selection, which ironically brings Mr. 
Wallace closer to potential dictatorship 
than any man has been since Sen. Huey 
Long of Louisiana was assassinated 33 
years ago. 


No Diréct Election 


The 1787 Constitutional Convention 
ruled out direct election of the president, 
partly because the patrician founding 
fathers mistrusted the people’s judgment 
= the idea of universal adult suffrage 
was scarcely born — and partly because 
communications of the day inhibited the 
rise of national candidates. 

It adopted instead a aystein by which 
each state was to appoint a number of 
“electors” equal to that state’s total 


. Tepresentation »-in Congress. 


The method of ‘appointing electors 
was left to the legislature of each state, 
and it was assumed by the drafters that 
panels of distinguished citizens would be 
chosen, whether by limited suffrage 
ballot or otherwise. But it quickly 
developed fhat electors were being 


‘ehosen for their appeal and for their 


faithfulness to political parties, which 
were not envisaged in the constitution. 
Today, slates of electors are chosen by-

It is entirely possible for 
a candidate. to win the presidency 
without a majority of the popular vote. 


Two-Man Contest 


As tong as there are only two 
candidates, or as hong as additional 
candidates either remain very minor 
indeed or fail to offset a decisive victory 
by a frontrunner (such as President 
Johnson's over Sen. Barry Goldwater in 
1964), the Electoral College ~ system 
provides clear-cut victories. despite amy 
discrepancies between the popular and 
electoral votes. Any candidate who wins 
270 of the 538 Electoral College votes 
wins, and that is that. 

But to become winner, a presidential 
candidate must win that full majority of 
the entire college; a simple majority 
over other. candidates in a three-way 
split is not enough. And that is why this 


year, with a close contest im prospect . 


between the Democratic and Republican 
candidates, a third candidate with the 
support Mr, Wallace has so far managed 
to attract poses such a serious challenge. 

‘Normally, the identity of the next 
president is known on election night and 
the vote of the Electoral College remains 
a mere formality. But this year, there is 
every chance that when the college 
meets — not together, but each elected 
slate separately in its own state capital 
— on December 16, the votes they will 
transmit sealed to Washington will mot 
elect anyone president of the United 
States.

LONDON—Once again 
Britain’s Labor govern- 
ment is in trouble. 
Another eabinet member, 
Ray Gunter, minister of 
power, has resigned. 

But this time; unlike 
George Brown, who quit 
as foreign secretary three 
months ago, Mr. Gunter 


* has hit out, both at Prime 


Minister Harold Wilson 
and his style of leader- 
ship. 

Perhaps another man 
should lead the party in- 
to the next election, he 
has suggested. 

There is nothing really 
surprising in these desertions. 
With a government as unpopu- 
lar as Mr. Wilson’s it would 
be surprising if there were not 
some —rebellions-—-and-—resig- 
nations. 

No government since Bal- 
four’s in 1906 has suffered so 
many setbacks in hyelections. 
Out of 20 byelections in the 
two and a quarter years since 
the last general election, the 
Labo~ party has defended 15 
seats, and lost 11 of them.

‘years; I don’t think I ever 
vill again, It. suits me; for a 
person of my type, it’s the 
best place in the world; the 
best place I know of, anyhow. 

I-wasn't born here. Ireland, 
England and ja had my 


early years, after. which I 


came here, liked what I’saw” 


and settled in. Maybe I'm one 
of those people who were born 
in the wrong place (God, like 
man, makes mistakes) and 
had to go look for the right 
one. What makes this country 
the right one? 


Canada ts comprehensible

Not as much as many

Canada is varied; you don't 
have to go to Europe or Asia 
to find people and things that 
are “different”; they're right 
here. 

Canada is sane. Being small 
in population and power, ‘it 
can't afford dreams of glory, 
conquest, revenge. It doesn't 
have the ideological struggles 
that torment larger nations, 
Rage and hysteria are alien to 
the national temperament. 


Few Canadians believe 
strongly in any social or 
Political idea — strongly 
enough, that is, to persecute 
others for its sake. In Canada, 
you don’t upset people by 
announcing you're a Commu- 
nist, or a capitalist, come to 
that; I met a man the other 
day who told me he was both. 

Canada is rich. Some people 
are saying (and I'm disposed 
to agree) that while Canada 
has a lower standard of living 
than the United States, it has 
higher standard of life. 

It's true Canadians have 
less than Americans in the 
way of money, cars, tele- 
vision, and such. But that’s 
more than counter-balanced 
by the things Canada doesn't

added. 

Dr. Dunbar was commenting 
on an article by Russian scien- 
tist P. MY Borisov in the Soviet 
publication Priroda, The article 
has been translated into English 
by Russian specialist E. R. 
Hope of Canada's Defence Re- 
search Board. 

The article contains Russian 
proposals for building a dam 
ecross the 50-mile Bering Strait. 
The articl esays the dam would 
make possible the pumping of 
cold Arctic water into the Pacif- 
ic; permitting warmer Atlantic 
water to. flow into the Arctic 
basin. 

CLAIM RADICAL CHANGES 

After three years Arctic sea 
ice would disappear, the article 
says. Temperatures in polar lat- 

itudes would rise 30 to 35 de- 
greets, Permafrost would van- 
ish, Tundra would ‘become cat- 
tle-raising plains and Canadian 
winters would be warmer. 

Dr. Dunbar said it is not the 
first time Russian engineers 
have’ proposed darnming the 
Bering Strait. 

“They had almost identical 
plans for such a dam in 1959. 
The only difference is that this 
time Borisov says it would take! 
only three years to melt the 
Arctic-ice-” 

Dr. Dunbar said the dam de-| 
sign may be sound from an en- 
gineering point of view ‘‘but I 
have talked to Russian meteo- 
rologists and they do not think 
st would work either.’ 

He added: 

“Ever. if it was possible -to 
pump water quickly enough, a 
huge fog would be created over 
the area which would increase 
the precipitation of snow and in- 
crease the icecaps on Greenland 
and Canada's Arctic areas.”

Constable Dalzell started by acquainting himself with 
trouble spots in the city and eventually he will don a motor- 
cycists outfit and. ride a motorcycle. 

His job will be to, become familiar with the gangs’ 
operations, mentality and hangouts and attempt to co- 


ordinate their activities. 


Two of the four major club leaders have agreed to accept 
him in their midst and co-operate with him, a police 


spokesman said. 


He said the plan was initiated to correct “undirected 
activity” of the clubs and make motorcycling more of a 


competitive sport. 
Constable Dalzell said he 


trying to disassociate themselves from the “bad public 
image” portrayed through the mass media.

Was Unflappable 


LONDON (UPI) — Other 
men ran. The unflappable Sir 
Alexander Cadogan, who died 
Tuesday in his London home 
at 83, walked. 


As chief civil servant, he 
kept the British foreign office 
running throughout the Second 
World War, blitz air raids and 
all. As ambassador to the 
infant United Nations, his icy 
cool. enraged Russia’s flap- 
pable Andrei Vyshinsky. 


He kept a stiff upper lip in 
1956 when Egypt nationalized 
the Suez Canal he was 
running. His ratings did not 
fall when commercial tele- 
vision challenged the British 
Broadcasting Corp. he was 
directing. 

Other old boys of Eton and 
Oxford of his generation — 
the Anthony Edens. and 
Harold Macmillans — made 
the policy. decisions. But 
enacting the policy gave Ca- 
dogan his finest hours. 

Companions described his 
trans-Atlantic airline flight 
when the door next to his seat 
blew off. Immaculate in 
striped trousers, black coat, 
furled umbrella between his 
knees, Cadogan turned up his 
collar and said softly: 
“Drafty in here.” 

Tren there —was— that 
memorable walk to parlia- 
ment. 

Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain, very unhappy, 
was standing in front of the 
government bench. in the 
House of Commons late in 
1938. He was making a speech 
he dreaded — telling the 
packed house that his efforts” 
to appease Adolf Hitler had 
failed. It was a long speech 
and Ohamberlain had not 
gotten. to the point. Across 
Parliament Square, in the 
foreign office, Cadogan was at 
his desk, A message came 
from the ambassador. in Ber-

Cadogan glanced at his 
watch, put the message in his 
coat pocket, picked up his 
unbrella and homburg and 
moved toward parliament — 
walking, not running.

Courts Asked Growing Pressures, 


Drug Use Blamed

He was 19 years old, 


HUME 
good looking, a brilliant 


student and apparently happy and well adjusted. 
He tried to hang himself. 


Today he lives in the 
twilight zone, his brain irrevo- 
cably damaged When the rope 
around his neck cut off 
essential supplies of ‘blood and 
oxygen. | 

He is only; one of an 
unknown number of British 
Columbia teen-agers who last 
year attempted to find the 
final solition to! their growing 
problems in death—by their 


—own hand. 


In Greater Victoria alone 31 
youngsters between the ages 
of 15 and 19 years tried the 
suicide ‘route with poisons 
ranging from overdoses of 
pain killing tablets to deep 
drinks of pétroleum products. 


The staggering increase in 
known attempted suicides 
trom the 14 deliberate self- 
poisonings recorded in 1966 in 
this area is causing grave 
concern among public health 
officials. 

“These are just-the teen-age 
suicide attempts by poison,” 
eays Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread, 
senior medical health officer 
for the Greater Victoria 
Metropolitan Board of Health 
“They do not reflect a true 
picture because it is virtually 
impossible to maintain accur- 
ate records of all suicide 
attempts."’ 


Rarely Report Cases to Police 


Attempted sucide is an 
indictable offence under Ca- 
nadian law ‘but, as one local 
physician quite freely admits, 
doctors rarely report their 
cases to the police. 

“Tt is true that most courts 
simply impose a suspended 
sentence, but :even-so-f-fee] 
that any patient of mine who 
has been forced to make an 
attack on the sanctity of his 
own life__needs counselling 
help, not an appearance in a 
public courtroom, however 
lenient and understanding that 
court may be.”’ 

So, like the iceberg, only 
one third = the cases handled 
by ‘the Poi Control Centre 
— show above the surface. 

“If all cases were reported, 
goodness knows how many 
there would be,” says Dr. 
Whitbread. 


A few weeks ago one 
Victoria dovtor handled three 
teen-age suicide attempts in a 
five-day péfiod. University 
exams were on, high school 
exams looming close. 

“The pressure on the 
youngsters get fiercer every 
year,” says Dr. Whitbread in 
partial explanation for the 
more than 100 per cent 
increase in teen-age suicide 
attempts in 1967. j res 

“They are pushed by their 
parents; pushed by the 
schools, . pushed by society. 
They are told, over and over 
again that unless they get a 
university. degree they are 
some kind of failure. 

“So they fail their entrance 
exams or, and this is possibly 
worse, they escape through 

and find that in university the 
pressurehas- increased. 


‘Almost Intolerable Pressures’ 


“I feel pretty sure that if 
only the people who should be 
at university were there, the 
campus “population would be 
reduced by one third. Instead 
we have a good portion of our 
university students, who 
should really be in some other 
form of endeavor, living under 
almost intolerable pressures.” 

But Dr. Whitbread does not 


- think that “‘pressure’’ is the 


only cause for the sharp 
upswing of teen-age suicide 
bids in 1967. 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind that the extensive use of

FOR SPOCK SUPPORTERS 
Mixed Reaction 


By ELIZABETH BENNETT 


Why was there a clothes- 
line strung with diapers at the 
corner of View and Douglas 
Wednesday noon? What were 
the women of Victoria trying 
to achieve by protesting the 
sentencing’ of Dr. Benjamin 
Spock after his sentence had 
been passed? 

Are the women who gather- 
ed with their children and 
other demonstratcrs protest- 
ing against what they: consider 
a wrong action, or are they 
supporting theirfavorite baby 
doctor? “ 

Not che of the women 
questioned at yesterday's vigil 
said she was there because 
she had raised her children 
“according to Dr. - Spock.” 
Almost to a woman, they 
answered the question: “Why 
are you -here?’ —by saying, 
“Because I believe the war is 
wrong.” 

Victoria’s “Support Spock”’ 
demonstration, organized pri- 
marily by the Voice of 
Women, was one of many 
planned all over the North 
American continent. 

The idea of the “We Support 
Spock” diaper clothes-line 
originated with Mrs. Davie 
Birmingham, provincial presi- 
dent. of the Voice of Women. 
She has a similar clothes-line 
on. the road at her home in 
Nanoose Bay. Said Mrs. 
Mavis De Girolamo, Victoria 
president of VOW: “TI think it 
is a lovely, non-violent way to 
protest. 

Do such demonstrations 
have any effect? One woman 
thinks. they do. ‘When the 
French were fighting in Al- 
geria there was enough pro- 
test that they were forced to 
end the war.” 

The vigil received a mixed 
reaction from passers-by. 
Many stopped to add ther 
names to the petition in 
supporting Spock while others 
refused even to take the 
"leaflets offered by the demon- 
strators. 

A few stopped to talk to the 
young Canadian serviceman 
who stood! opposite the vigil 


displaying <.a sign reading 
“Back The Boys In Viet- 
nam.’”” 


The demonstrators didn’t 
seem to mind their opposition. 
“] feel sorry for that boy,” 
said one elderly woman. “I 
don’t think he could‘ have read 
or thought about his future. 
The war seems so far away 
from so Many young people. 
They don’t realize how much 
it affects them.” 

“T hope this protest — will 
bring tothe attention of the 
people of Greater Victoria 
that what is happening in the 
States and Vietnam today is of 


importance to them on this 
Island," added Mrs. B. L. 
Packford. “We are all part of 
the global village.” 

“Dr. Spock has always been 
concerned with taking care 
of babies,"" commented one 
woman, “They didn’t put him 
in jail for that. Now he is 
trying to save the lives of the 
same babies and they put him 
in jail. I think that Dr. Spock 
is a very courageous man and 
so are all those associated 
with him." 

“I know how oppressed they 
are in the States,” was one 
reply. “I lived their for 60 
years, including during the 
McCarthy era.” 

Would they feel differently 
toward the Vietnam war if it 
were being fought exclusively 
by volunteers? “It would 
make a difference,” said 
some, Others thought the 
Vietnamese should be left to 
solve their own problems. 
Most emphasized ‘that the | 
United -Nations should be an 
arbitrator in such mratters. 
“Tf the war were fought by 
volunteers,” said one elderly 
woman,” there would be no 
war." 4 

“T agree —with_Dr.__Spock 
that in a war that is illegal 
and immoral it is not patriotic 
to ‘fight for your country,” 
said Mrs. Kathleen Grant. 

"The trials at. Nuremberg 
established that a man is 
responsible to his conscience, 
not his law. On that principle 
German soldiers were sen- 
tenced to death,” said Mrs. 
Packford. ‘ 

“I fail to see the distinction 
between this and the United 
States,”’ added. 

One man with a child 
on his back doubted if the 
arrest of Dr. Spock was 
against the principles of 
demcecracy, but he did feel the 
penalties were too severe. 
“The man in Baltimore who 
invaded a draft office and 
poured blood on the files 
received six years. If he had _ 
been charged with destroying 
public property he would have 
been fined about $75,” he 
said. . 

The demonstrators included 
teen-agers, professional men 
and elderly men-and women 
as_well as the mothers with 
their children. Many also take 
part in the hour-long -peace 
vigils which have been held in 
the same spot every Saturday 

for the past two years by the 
Victoria Citizens for Peace. 
The numbers Wednesday, 
howevert, were. much larger. 

“I have always wanted to 
join the vigils,” said a teacher 


when asked why she was 
there, “but I never had the 
tirne before."’

BOSTON (CP) — Peace 
movement leaders plan a 
new surge of protests 
against the war in Vietnam 
following the sentencing 
Wednesday of Dr. Ben- 
jamin’ Spock and three 
other prominent opponents 
of the war. 

The peace movement, which 
has been more or less in cold 
storage since prelimniary U.S.- 
North Vietmamese talks began 
in Paris in May, was rocked 
back into life -by the sentences, 

Spock said he will continue 
his active opposition to the Viet- 
nam war despite a two-year 
prison sentence and a $5,000 fine 
for anti-draft activties. 

“I’m stil not convinced I 
broke any law,” Spock said 
after sentencing in U.S. district 
court. “‘There’s not a shred of 
fm -|legality in-the Vietnam_war."’. 

: The 65-year-old pediatrician 
was convicted with his co-de- 
fendants June 14 on charges of 
conspiring to counsel, aid and 
abet young men to evade the 
draft. 

Judge Francis J. W. Ford also 
imposed two-year prison sen- 
tences on Yele University Cha- 
plain William Sloane Coffin Jr., 
43; author Mitchell Goodman, 
44, of Temple, Maine, and Har- 
vard graduate student Michael 
Ferber, 23. 

Coffin and Goodman were 
fined $5,000 and Ferber was

Drug Use 


Blamed 


By JIM HUME 


He was 19 years old, good looking, a brilliant 
student and apparently happy and well adjusted. 
He-tried-te hang. himself. 


Today he lives. in the 
twilight zone, his brain irrevo- 
cably damaged when the rope 
around his neck cut off 
essential supplies of ‘blood and 
oxygen. 

He is only one of an 
unknown number of British 
Columbia ‘teen-agers who last 
year attempted to find~ the 
final solution to their growing 
problems in death by their 
own hand. 

In Greater Victoria alone 31 
youngsters between the ages 
of 15 and 19 years tried: the 
suicide route with poisons 
ranging from overdoses of 
pain killing tablets to deep 
drinks of petroleum products. 


The staggering increase in 
known -attempted suicides 
from the 14 deliberate self- 


poisonings recorded in 1966 in _ 


this area is causing grave 
concern among public health 
officials. 

“These are just the teen-age 
suicide attempts by poison,” 
says Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread, 
senior medical health officer 
for the Greater Victoria 
Metropolitan Board of Health 
“They do not reflect a true 
picture because it is virtually 
impossible to maintain accur- 


Rarely Report Cases to Police 


Attempted ‘sucide is. an 
indictable offence under Ca* 
nadian law ‘but, as-one local 
physician quite freely admits, 
doctors rarely report their 
cases to the police. 

“Tt is true that most courts 
simply impose a suspended 
sentence, but even so I feel 
that any patient of mine who 
has been forced to make an 
attack on the sanctity of his 
own life needs’. counselling 
help, not an appearance in a 
public courtroom, however 
lenient and understanding that 
court may be.” 

So, like. the iceberg, only 
one third — the cases handled 
by the Poison Control Centre 
— show above the surface. 

“Tf all cases were reported,

Dr. Whitbread in 
partial explanation for the 
more than 100 per cent 
increase in teen-age suicide 
attempts in 1967. 

“They are pushed by their 
parents, pushed by the 
schools, pushed. by — society. 
They are told, over and over 
again that unless they get a 
university degree they are 
some kind of failure. 

“So they fail their entrance 
exams or, and this is possibly 
worse, they escape through 
and find that in university the 
pressure has increased. 


‘Almost Intolerable Pressures’ 


“T feel pretty sure that if 
only the people who should be 
at university were there, the 
campus population would be 
reduced by one third.’ Instead 
we have a good portion of our 
university students, who 
should really be in some other 
form of endeavor, living under 
almost intolerable pressures.” 

But Dr. Whitbread does not 
think that “‘pressure’’ is the 
only cause for the sharp 
upswing of teen-age suicide 
bids in 1967. 

“There ts no doubt-in_my 
mind that the extensive use of 
marijuana and LSD during 
1967 is ome of the prime 


“It is all very well to try 
and argue that these drugs 
don't really do any harm, but 
anything that takes a person 
up to such a high peak is 
bound to subsequently drop 
him into“deep depression.’
